Terrible Work Near 


NewcomerstowM. 


STRUCK WOMEN IN AN OLD SHED

l>eath in awful form came to three 
persons near Newcoinersiown Mon- 
day afternoon. Another of the party 
died at S o'clock in tbe evening, aoc 
the fifth of the ill fated family lies 
just within the shadow. 
No more 
terrifying calamity has come to this 
section of country 
within recent 
years. 
Three generations passec 
away when that bolt of lightning sped 
quickly down from tbe great storm 
cioud above. 


Mrs. Caroline Huff, aged 35 years, 


lived witb her family on a farm a lit- 
tle more than a mile west of Newcoin- 
ersiown on the Ba kersville road and 
very near the Coshocton county line. 
Her daughter, Mrs. Ida Huff Thorn 
ton. 2G. resided in Newcomerstown 
with her husband who Is a farmer. 
Mrs. Thornton went to her mother's 
home for tbe day, accompanied by ber 
daughter Fanny, aged live, and bei 
infant son Kay who was about 19 
months old. 
Tber 
spent 
tbe 


morning pleasantly, and 
in 
the 


afternoon tbe entire party.accom- 
panied by Mrs. Huff's daughter, Myr- 
tle, aged 16 years, went blackberryitig 
on the McMacken farm over tbe line 
in Coshocton county. The baby was 
well cared for, and the women were 
without thought of danger while lit- 
tle Fannv romped and played in the 
field. 


The sky had shown signs of a storm 


throughout tbe afternoon, and about 
3 o'clock It burst with great fury. In 
the field where the women were pick- 
ing berries wjs an old shed covered 
with straw. It has stood there for 
three years, -and the statement is 
made that each year it bos been 
truck by lightning. If the women 
:new this they did not regard it as a 
warning, and they ran witb all possi- 
ble speed to the shed, and they were 
soon shtliered from the storm. 


Without a moment's warning the 
igbtning came. It struck the rain 
soaked roof of tbe old shack, passed 
down the pole that held it in the cen- 
ter and spread death on every hand. 
The pole was splintered and the heavy 
mass of straw fell, causing- the shed 
to -collapse. 
Silence followed 
the 
shook, for within that miserable place 
Mrs. liuff and Mrs. Thornton had died 
as they stood, while the infant, c-asp- 
ed close in the arms of suffering Myr- 
tle, would never be compelled to know 
the joys and sorrowsot an uncertain 
life.Ezra Huff, tbe strong young son of 
Mrs. Buff,bad been wonting on a farm 
in Cosbocton county a mile away and 
after tbe storm went.home. He pass- 
ed within a few hundred feet of the 
stricken shack and noticed that it 
was down, but gave the matter no 
further thought. 
Arriving at tbe 


bouse he was unable to find bis moth- 
er and sLslers.and with that intuition 
which sometimes comes in the hour 
of dire calamity he thought of the 
storm and the old shed. Not wasting 
a moment he ran with all the pow- 
er at bis 
command and when 
he came close to the place he saw that 
oefore which strong men bow. bis 
dead mother. 


She bad been standing when tbe 


iigbtning peformed its awful mission, 
and as the straw roof fell it held ber 
in position, and a part of her body 
was in fall view. 
There she stood, 


her hair burned away, her brows and 
lashes singed, and her face wearing 
an expression that went to the heart 
of the terrified son. 
But he was 
recalled from tbe awful sight by cries 
that could not be mistaken. His sis- 
ter 
Myrtle and 
little 
Fanny 


were 
pleading 
for help. 
They 
called with all the strength they 
could command.lt was a weak though 
agonizing cry, and tbe brother has- 
tened to the work of rescue. He could 
do nothing but help was within reach 
and he found it. 


When the men arrived and began to 
tear away the ruins of the shed they 
were appalled by the horror. Mrs.Huff 
and Mrs. Thornton were quite dead 
and disfigured 
by the 
lightning 


stroke. Myrtle was so badly injured 
that she was beyond help, wbile clasp- 
ed in her arms was the dead body of 
the infant. Little Fanny was suffer- 
ing awful agonv and it was feared she 
would soon die. 
The living were, moved to tbe Huff 


borne at once, and the bodies were 
taken to tbe same place. Shocked anil 
stunned by the calamity the neigh- 
bors came sorrowing but with sympa- 
thy to do what their hands found to 
do. Physicians were summoned and 
drove with all possible speed to ren- 
der what assistance was in their pow- 
er, while Mrs. Huff, Mrs. Thornton 
and the baby were prepared for burial. 
During this time every attention 


was given Myrtle, but she was beyond 
human aid. She suffered a great deal 
and death came at S o'clock. 
Little 


Fanny excited the greatest sympathy, 
and everything possible is being done 
to save her life. 
The bodies of tbe four victims were 


buried this afternoon in Everai ceme- 
tery, a spot well known throughout 
all that region. A great many persons 
attended tbe funeral, and the services 
were quiet and impressive. The en- 
tire community seems stunned by the 
force of the accident. 
Mrs. Huff was well known and was 


highly esteemed while her daughter, 
Mrs. Thornton, was a graduate of the 
Newcomerstown high school where 
she was under toe instruction of Hon. 


J. T. Duff who was than superinten- 
dent of the schools. Her husband is 
almost prostrated. Myrtle, the daugh-J 
ter, was the light of the home tha 
tug been so suddenly shattered, aud 
Uiaae wbo are left have the sincere 
and heartfelt sympathy of everybod 
in the community.

Within three months the Coshocton 


man who wants to use the Citizens* 
telephone will walk to the wall, take 
down the receiver from the prettiest 
piece of telephone furniture ever seen 
in tbe city and converse with the man 
at tbe other end of the line with the 
knowledge that only two persons can 
hear what is being said. 


A meeting of the company's direc- 
tors was held Monday afternoon, and 
tbe contract for switchboard and tele- 
phones was let to theKelk g< company 
of Chicago. Tbe board is the best 
that money can buy. and the system 
is tbe most modern now in use. It 
was not adopted until a committee of 
the directors bad visited Cleveland, 
Buffalo and a number of otber places 
where telephones have reacned the 
highest grade known to the business. 
The board will be delivered in 00 
days, tbe earliest time tbe company 
could promise,and three weeks will be 
required to install it. _The contract- 
ing company will do all this Work but 
the changing of telephones will be 
done by the local company. 
The 
board will have a capacity of 1,200 
telephones and will be provided with 
the light system. When the party 
who desires to talk takes down the 
receiver, be will not turn a crank, <i 
•iny incandescent lamp will flash the 
Jgnal to the operator at the board. 
The instruments will be of mahog- 


ony finish and about half as large as 
*,hose now in use. They will be new 
n every part, and every subscriber 
will nave one. The work of taking 
out the old and installing the new in- 
struments will be done by the Citi- 
zens' company; and will require some 
time as the task of changing 800 tele- 
phones cannot be accomplished m a 
day. It is believed, however, that in 
three months the full metallic system 
with new board and new telephones 
will be in operation. 


The improvement is expensive, but 
e company feel that nothing is too 
good for Coshocton.

grt-ai strike of the steel workers indi- 
cate that the members of the Amal- 
gamated Association had matters well 
in hand. The strike order was gener- 
ally obeyed at the mills of the Ameri- 
can Tin Plate company, the American 
Stec-l Hoop company and the Ameri- 
can Sheet Steel company. 


In many eases the plants had been
